topped the half million dollar 
m ark w ith P. M. Swart, building 
departm ent head, reporting yes­ 
terday that 76 perm its issued d u r­ 
ing Novem ber totalled $588,830. 
Of the perm its issued 35 w ere 
for dw ellings, am ounting to $383,­ 
460. 
Comm ercial building per­ 
mits for the month am ounted to 
$23,000 and swim m ing pools, al­ 
terations and additions totalled 
$32,170. 
T otal value of perm its issued 
for November. 1946, w ere $137,­ 
350. 
Perm its for the eleven m onths 
ending November 30, am ounted 
to $5,218,940 as compared to $6.­ 
547,330 for the same period in 
1946. 
The 
difference 
showing 
more than one million more in 
1946 is accounted for in the flood 
of perm its issued during March 
of th at year, w hen building m a­ 
terial controls w ere threatened 
and persons w anted to get p er­ 
m its before* the restrictions be­ 
came effective. 
Since the lifting 
of controls at the end of March, 
1947, building perm its in the Vil­ 
lage have averaged $550,000 per 
month.

FIRST LINE OF DEFENSE against an attack on the U nited 
States is the Air Force. It doesn't take a m ilitary expert to realize 
this. And yet no other than the Chief of Staff of our air force, Gen. 
Carl A. Spaatz, recently declared that if faced with w ar now, the 
United States A ir Force could not hope to w in it. This alarm ing 
situation is caused by lack of men, planes and m aterial. 
Gen. Spaatz and his 
advisors have gaged the m inim um air 
strength necessary to protect the nation at 70 groups, fully equipped 
and trained. W hat have we? The present schedule calls for a m axi­ 
mum of 55 groups to be in readiness by 1949. The m en and equip­ 
m ent are good but we don’t have enough of either. 
A good organization of our air arm has been set up. 
It is 
divided into three com bat and five supporting commands. 
The 
combat comm ands are strategic, tactical and defense. The five sup­ 
porting commands 
provide 
transportation, 
comm unications and 
services. The fram ew ork is good but the building is coming along 
too slowly. 


MOST FEARED by any aggressor would be a strong U nited 
States A ir Force. The enem y’s reluctance to start a war, and his 
handicap in carrying on, is in direct proportion to th e power and 
readiness of our mobile striking force. This striking force m ust be 
able to operate half way around the globe. 
The men of th e air force feel that the im portance assigned to 
a pow erful air arm is not over estim ated. No other branch of the 
service can be prepared to intercept the enem y before he reaches 
our soil, or to carry destruction to the very heart of his industrial 
centers instantly upon opening of the attack. 
O ur A ir Force, like th e other services, w as dem oralized and all 
but destroyed by the rush to demobilize. W e realize now th a t it 
was a m istake but are slow to take up arm s again in th e vital p ro ­ 
gram of national security. 
Many people believe th at this nation 
should arm to the teeth as rapidly as possible and adopt a universal 
training program at once. W hat do you think?

Holiday Measure 
Now Under Study 


Aroused by Palm Springs High 
School principal, Dr. E. E. Oer- 
tel’s request recently, concerning 
the state law of mandatory school 
holidays, 
Senator 
Nelson 
Dil- 
worth and Assemblyman Philip 
L. Boyd this week proposed an 
amendment to the State Legisla­ 
tive Council to make optional to 
areas under climatic handicaps, 
holidays other than Christmas, 
New 
Year’s, 
and Thanksgiving 
Day. 
During the war years the law 
requiring school holidays, such as 
Armistice Day, and Lincoln's and 
W a s h i n g ton’s birthdays, was 
made optional because of the war 
emergency. 
But now the previ­ 
ous law has been put back into 
effect, no exceptions being per­ 
mitted. 
Dr. Oertel has given several 
reasons for special consideration 
of this desert area in letters to 
our 
state 
representatives. 
He 
stated that in this climate it is 
difficult to have the minimum 
school year of 170 actual teaching 
days, because of the necessity of 
starting school after the middle of 
September and finishing before 
the end of May. 
If patriotic holidays are inter­ 
spersed between September 15 
and May 30, the school year must 
be extended beyond June, if we 
are to have the required mini­ 
mum of 170 actual teaching days, 
and going past June in this desert 
area is clearly undesirable and 
impracticable, was his conclusion.
